On last Sunday 
a joint attack was launched against him 
in the Chamber and on a yote of censure 
on his foreign policy the Government 
was defeated. Naturally, Signor Sforza 
resigned at once and, having got rid ol 
him, the Chamber announced that it had 
every confidence in the Giolitti régt me. The 
old Premier, however, was loyal to his 
colleague, and on Monday his Ministry 
placed its resignation in the hands of the 
King. Yesterday it was reported in Rome 
that His Majesty had sent for Signor 
Giolitti and had asked him to form a new 
Cabinet. 

Just a year ago Signor Giolitti took office 
on the fall of Signor Nitti’s ill-starred Ad- 
nrinistration, and under his experienced 
guidance the whole course of Italian affairs 
has been changed.
